OFFICE ROUTINE. 


During the year 1924-25 for which the subjoinel report 1s presantel 
Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu. the Senior Assistant of the oiee, who hal been 
appointed to officiate for Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyar as Assistant Superintendent 
for Epigraphy in the office of the Government Epigraphist for ludia, Fernhill, 
from the 8th March 1924 reverted to his permanent appointment on Lith June 1921. 
During his absence gradual promotions were given to the members of the stall. 


2. Mr. G. V. Srinivasa Rao, the Junior Assistant, was grunted leave on average

pay for one month and two days with effeet from the 20th December 1924. The 
Kannada Assistant, Mr. N. Lakshminarayana Rao, had similar leave for two days

from the 15th October 1921 and for eleven days from the 13th Deezmber 1924.

The Telugu Assistant, Mr. A. Rangaswami Sarasvati was granted loave on average pay 
for one month and 15 days from the 4th November 1221, aul Mr. P. Visvanatha 
Ayyar, Photographer, for three days in Deceinber 1924. 


3. Mr. G. V. Rangarajayya, the Tour-elerk, had leave on average pay for two 
months and eight days from the 16th October 1924 and for five davs from the 6th 
January 1925 and leave on half average pay for three months and ten days from 
the 11th January 1925. The Clerk-typist, Mr. K. Somasundaram Pillai, had similar 
leave for twenty-four days from the 7th May 1921. and for one month and twenty- 
five days from the 3rd September 1921 and leave on medical certificate for three 
months in continuation. 


ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT'S TOUR. 


4. During this year I eould not, owing to certain exigeueies. tour for more 
than one month and a half. Having left Madras on the I3th November 1924 
I proceeded to the Tanjore district to examine certain villages from whieh reports 
had come of the existence of important inscriptions. But ÍI had to return to Madras, 
all of a sudden, to have:an interview with the Hon’ble Sir B. N. Sarma, Kt., CLE., 
Member for Education, Health and Lands, Viceroy’s Executive Council, in connection 
with certain questions relating to this Department. I left headquarters again on 
the 14th February 1925 and returned to Madras on the Lith Mareh 1925 after 
examining certain monuments and epigraphs in Tanjore and Kumbhakonam, relating 
to the Mahratta rulers of Tanjore. Under my direction my Photographer took 
photographs of the old oil paintings of those kings preserved in the paiaee at Tanjore 
and also of the marble statue of SarfóJi-Maharája set up in one of the durbar halls 
facing the *Sarasvati Mahal’ Library which was founded by Sart6ji himself, 
These paintings represent the following kings :—

These wil be utilised in my forthcoming monograph on Sarfoji’s long 
inscription in Mahvatti noticed on page 120 of my last Annual Report. The 
photographs taken in this connection are noted as Nos. 863 to 868, 870 and 872 in 
appendix C below. 


5. While camping at Tanjore my attention was drawn to a copper image 
preserved in the Brihadi$vara temple at the place, bearing in modern Tamil the 
inseription * Feriyakóyl Rajarajendra-Chola-raja’ on the pedestal. Though the 
figure is cut with the features and dress of a king the alphabet of the inscription 
thereon does not warrant its assignment to the Chola times. This has been 
photographed (vide page 51) and also briefly noticed in Part II under the Chola 
section. A photograph of the Schwartz memorial marble tablet in the church at the 
Sivaganga tank at Tanjore has also been taken. 


0. After finishing my work at Tanjore I sent the Photographer to Sáluvanáya- 
kanpattanam to take photographs of the very interesting structure called the 
‘Manora Buildings? which was also the work of Maharaja Sarfoji. The Collector 
of Tanjore invited my attention to the existence of this structure with inscriptions. 
I personally visited saluvanayakanpattanam and secured the epigraphs. In my 
last Annual Report, page 121, paragraph 69, I have stated that two columns bearing 
the same inscriptions were erected by Sarfoji-Maharaja, one at Setubavasatram and 
the other at Pattukkottai. The column referred to as existing at Sétubavasatram 
is identical with the one at Saluvaniyakanpattanam which is very near the former 
village. Pattukkottai which was examined by me this year contains no column and 
Mr. Sewell’s information is therefore wrong. The question of conserving the above 
mentioned monument is now under the consideration of the Government. 


7. After visiting a few villagesin the South and North Areot districts [ returned 
to Madras on the 11th March 1925. My personal eollection for the year numbers 60 
epigraplis which have all been reviewed in this Report. 


TOURS oF THE ESTABLISHMENT. 


8. The Senior Assistant, Mr. C. R. Krishnamacharlu, did not go on any long 
tour. He accompanied me to Tanjore on the 14th February 1925 and returned to 
Madras on the 22nd of the same month after examining with me some monuments and 
epigraphs of the plate. The Junior Assistant, Mr. G. V. Srinivasa Rao, who left 
Madras on the 13th February 1925, was in camp till the 9th April conducting the 
villagewar survey of a portion of the Mavavaram taluk in the Tanjore district. His 
entire collection. which has been included in this report comes to 115 inseriptions. 
Mi, V. Venkatasubba ayyar, the Tamil Assistant, also conducted a similar survey of 
anoti er portion of the same taluk during the period | 6th January 1925 to 5th May 
1925. His collection comes to 138 imseriptions and has also been included in this 
Report. 

U. A few remarks may be made here on the condition of certain important 
temples in this taluk and what damage ignorant vandalism has done to the epigraphs 
in those temples. The Maytiranathasyamin temple at Mayavaram is under repair. 
Inscriptions in this temple have been copied in previous years; but no trace of them is 
to be found now. The Vishnu temple with inscriptions at Mangauallür was disman- 
tled and with its stones has been constructed a Ganééa temple. So many of the 
inscribed stones cf the original temple are now lost that from the existing stray ones 
nothing connected can be made out. The Adityé$vara temple with inseriptions, at 
P&āvūr is in a dilapidated condition. Some of its inscribed stones have been removed 
for building an Ayyanar temple in the village. ‘I'he ancient Gomuktiévara temple, in 
the village of Tiruváduturai has been repaired recently but all the inscribed stones 
have been misplaced. At Mannárgudi, in the Tanjore district, which was visited 
during the year, the work of devastation has gone so far that none of the inseriptions 
in the temple of the place copied already in 1897 could be found now in full. In the 
light of these facts, it appears necessary that some effective steps are taken by Govern- 


ment to ensure the safe, preservation of all the old and important epigraphs 
the Collectors of districts are not able to inform

subordinates or the trustees of the temples,

10. The Telugu Assistant, Mr. A. Rangaswami Sarasvati, left Madras on the 
llth February 1925 aud returned on the 21st March after examining eight villages 
left over last year in the Ravadrug taluk of the Bellary district and condueting the 
villagewar survey of 48 villages of the Kudligi taluk of the same district, “The 
Kannada Assistant, Mr. N. Lakshminarayana Rao, who left Madras on the 12th 
February 19725, also worked in the same taluk till 2nd April 1925 conducting the 
epigraphical survey of 71 villages of the taluk. Their entire collection which has 
been utilised for the Report comes to 56 inscriptions. At Ammankéri and Maraba 
m the Fudligi taluk have been eopied three inscriptions which are in doubtful 
characters. Some of these look like Vatteluttu alphabets, but this is only a seeming 
resemblance. These are registered as Nos. 303, 324 and 325 of appendix B | 


THE YEAR's WORK. 


Publication. 


ll. My Re ort for the year 1922-23 was finally issued in May 1924. The 
manuscript matter for the Report for the year 1923-24 was sent to the press on the 4th 
June 1924 and subsequently the proofs in convenient batehes. The final advance 
£opr-of the same was submitted to the Director General of Archeology in India 
through the Government Epigraphist for India on the 15th December 1924 and the 
final proof copy of it was sent to the press on the 14th March 1925 for being struck 
off. A sümmary of the epigraphieal work accomplished hy this office during the 
year 1923-24 for review in the Director General's Annual was submitted to the 
Government Epigraphist on the 19th July 1924 and a shorter summary of the salient 
features of the work turned out during tlie same year for review in the Presidency 
Administration Report was submitted on the 22nd October 1924. The Youth-Indian 
Inscriptions, Volume IV (Texts), material for which was partly prepared in this 
office and forwarded to the Government Epigragphist as stated in paragraph 15 of 
my £ieporí for the year 1922-23, was issued during the year under notice. 


2, Corrected galley proofs of the article on the Nala inscription at Podazadh in 
the Jeypore (Vizagapatam) State by Mr. C. R, Krishnamacharlu and manuscripts of 
articles on the copper-piate grant of Venkata I (No. Y of 1921-22, by Mr. G. V. 
Srinivasa Rao, on the Kap plate of SadaSivaraya (No. 8 of 1921-22) by Mr. N. 
Lakshminarayana Rao and on the Peuukapara grant of the Eastern Chalukya king 
Jayasimha IY by Mr. C. BR. ftrishnwnacharlu were forwarded during the vear to the 
Government Epigraphist for publication in the Epigruphia [ndica Requisitions from 
private parties for copies ef transeripts have been received m their usual number, 
and complied with during the year under report. Some scholars also visited the office 
to make personal consultation of transcripts or impressions of inseriptions and books 
from the Office Library. Applications for photographs had also come in during the 
year as in previous years. Among those that visited the office for personal examina- 
tion of the albums and selection of photograpas were Rev. Robert Zimmerman, s.J.. 
PH. D., Professor of Sanskrit Literature. St. Xavier's College, Bombay; Dr. A. K 
Coomaraswami, Keeper of Indian und Mubamiadin Art. Museum of Fine Arts, 
Boston “Mass.) United States, America. Mr. tr. V. Sitapati, Bs D Lecturer in 
History, Rajah's College. Parlakimidi, and Dr. Phil. William Cohn, Assistant, State 
Museum, Berlin. The Director of the Indian Research and Information Bureau. 
Allahabad, was supplied with a list of photographs of historical import ince. 


Colleehion. 


13. Owing to the unavoidable delay in the issue of the fenol for the last vear 
the annual tours of the office coukl not be taken up before the beginning of 1925, and 
hence my assistants and myself remained in camp only for about two months in the 
year. The total collection for the year comes to 420 stone inscriptions which have 
been secured from 279 villages visited in all during the year. 
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14. Of the 19 copper-plate grants whieh have been reviewed in this Report the 
most important ones are the Sálankayana records (Nos. 1 to 3 of appendix A); 
detailed remarks on their historical value will he found in Part II below. Ot the rest 
those belonging to the later Eastern Chalukya king Vijayáditya, found at Ryali in 
the Godavari district and the grants belonging to the Eastern Ganga kings Vajrahasta 
and Anantavarman Chodagangadéva have their own contributions to make to our 
knowledge of the history of these dynasties. No. 15 of appendix A which belongs 
to Harihara II of the first Vijayanagara dynasty is of value asit shows that the 
king was a devotee of the Saiva teacher Kriyásakti who was however catholic enough 
to advise his royal disciple to endow the Vishnu temple of Vira-Narayana along with 
the Saiva temple of Tryambake$vara at Gadag. 


15. Seventy-nine photographs were taken during the year and one drawing has 
been made of the plan of the * Manora Buildings? referred to in paragraph 6 above, 
from the original which was borrowed from the Receiver of the Tanjore Palace Estate, 
Tanjore. 


ConserWiion. 


16. An old stone slab with inscription of date Saka 820 (No. 452 of 1924) 
found built into the pavement in the gópura ot the temple at Tiruehchàanür in the 
Chittoor district has been removed by the Mahant of Tirupati at my suggestion, from 
its original plaee where it was subject to constant treading over by the pilgrims. 
His Holiness has also kindly promised to secure in proper places such other inscribed 
stones as are found in unsafe places or positions, thus setting up a good example 
worthy of being followed by the managers of other ancient teinples. 


Two sets of copper-plates belonging to the early dynasty of Sšlankayanaa (Nos. 
1 and 2 of appendix A) referred to above, and a set of plates belonging to the Eastern 
Chalukya king Jayasimha II (No. 4 of 1923-24) were purchased at my instance by 
the Governmeut Museum, Madras, during the vear.

SALANKAYANA, 


The most important and interesting documents in the year's eolleetion are the 
three Sálankáyanz copper-plate grants registered as Nos, 1, 2 and 3 of Appendix A. 
Of these, the first two were received from Mr. (halla J agannatha Rao, Assistant Editor, 
Andhra-Patrika, Madras. These are stated to have been found buried underground in 
the village called Kantéru in the Guntur taluk, Guntur district. No. 1 consists of four 
thin plates strung together on a copper ring about two inches in diameter They 
measure 93 inches in length and 12 inches in breadth. “o the ring is attached a 
circular seal of about 2 inches in diameter, the face of which is slightly depressed in 
the middle. The figure of a couchant bull facing the proper right is cut in relief in 
the centre of the seal. In the right portion of the seal, and along its fringe are dis- 
cernable some worn-out letters in relief. The clearest of these is the letter ndha 
which is evidently meant for nda ofthe word Vijaya-Skandavarman, the name of the 
king and the donor given in the record. The purport of the inscription is the tax-

ML l L. (pallità) of Chintapura to a ps 

called Sivarya of the Maudgalya-gótra who was a resident of the village of Lékumiari, 

by the Sšlañkayana Maharaja Sri Vijaya-Skandavarman. The grant, like all other 

known Salankavana grants, was issued from the prosperous (city) Véngi ( Fijaga- 

Véngi) The order of the king was addressed to the several Niyogas, Niyuktas and 
Ayuktakas and the Vishayapat:. 

No. 21s also a set of four thin copper-plates measuring about 91 luches in 
length and 12 inehes in breadth. They are strung together on a copper ring of about 
22 inches in diameter to which is fixed a circular seal of li inches in diameter. 
On the slightly hollow surface of the seal, in the centre, can be faintly seen the back 
portion of a seated bull cut in relief facing the proper right. No letters are traceable 
on the seal. The purport of the record is the tax-free gift of 12 nivartanas of land in 
the village of Kuravata in the Kudrábára-vishaya, toa brahman called Svámichandra 
of the Maudgalya-gótra, by the Salan- 
kayana king Maharaja Sri-Nandivarman. 
Like the foregoing grant, this was also issued from the prosperous city Vengi ( Vijaya- 
Vengipurat). In No. 2 the portion conveying the royal instructions to the local 
officers and the earlier part of the date is missing. It appears almost certain that one 
(i.e. the fourth) plate containing this portion in four lines was omitted to be strung 
into the ring even at the first instance. for Mr. K. V. Lakshmana Rao says that neither 
of the rings was cut when it reached him. 

The above noticed two grants were published by the late Mr. K. V. Lakshmana 
Rao, m.a., in the Vizianagaram Maharaja’s College Magazine for October 1922, 
where he has dealt with them with admirable thoroughness. But a few points of 
reading and identification of places may be noted here. The name of the gift village 
Places identified Chintapura in No, | has been read by 

' him as Chinnapura. The subscript in 
the second letter of the name has broad arms like the letter ta as it is written in this 
inscription in other places and the main letter n has (only narrow arms. Mr, Rao 
himself has suggested in a foot-note the possibility of this reading, which is reall y the 
more probable one. The village Lékumari mentioned in No. L may have to be 
identified with the village Lokamudi in the Kaikalur taluk of the Kistna district. 
The village name in No. 2read by him as Kuruvāda has correctly to be read as 
Kuravata, and this is almost certainly identical with the village Kūrāda, in the 
Gudivada taluk of the same district. J

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like the seals of Nos. 1 and 2 above. The plates are reported to have been discovered 
underground in the village of Peda-Végi near Ellore in the Kistna district. They 
were first secured by Mr. Vemuri Visvanatha Sarma, M.A., L.T., of the Government 
Arts College, Rajahmundry, and forwarded by him to Mr. M. Somasekhara seers of 
the Telugu Encyclopedia Office, Madras. The latter has published an article upon 
these plates in the Telugu monthly Biérati tor Raktakshi, Srávava, wherein he has 
discussed at some length the genealogy of the Salankayanas to which we shall refer 
in the sequel. The purport of the record is the gift of certain lands lu the villages 
of Pralira, Mundüra, Chefichernva and Kamburaficheruva, tor the benefit of the god, 
the lord of the three worlds, Visbnugrihasvamin, to be cutivated by the shepherds 
(vrajapalakas) of Arutore, by the king in the lOth year of his reign. Ot these 
villages, Mundüra is evidently identical with the village of Mundüru iu the Ellore 
taluk of the Kistna district. Kamburáñcheruva must be identical with the village 
rae Kommera (North and South) of the same 

"dcos Auent faa, taluk. The village Cheñeheruva is very 

probably identical with the modern village Chinehinüda of the Narasapuram taluk of 


the same district. Arutore has probably to be identitied with Allidoddi in the 
Gudivada taluk of the same district. 


The importance of this inscription lies chiefly in the clear hgbt it throws on 

the otherwise indefinite genealogy of the Salankayanas. It gives confirmation to the 

uggestion made by the late Mr. K. V. Lakshmana Rao that. Hastivarman, the king 

of Vengi whom Samudragupta defeated must have been a Salankáyana, for in this 
record we have the following genealogy :—

In fact, this is the only record, hitherto discovered giving a pedigree of the family 
for more than two generations. We may now turn to consider the genealogv and the 
probable period of this dynasty, so far as these are available from known records. 
Mr. Lakshmana Rao has made Hastivarman the founder of the family and aecorded 
tentative places and dates for the several known kings of the dvnasty in the following

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In considering the probabilities of these successions we are sure of one thing, 
at the outset, that the king Nandivarman, 
the eldest son of Chandavarman of No. 3 
of Appendix A 1s identical with the king Vijaya-Nandivarman, son of Chandavar- 
man of the Kolleru plates (7ndian Antiquary, Volume V, page 175 f.), which belong 
to the 7th year of his reign and which has also the same GR rpt as our record, viz, 
Milakura-Bhojaka. The epithet Vijaya assumed by the king in the earlier grant is 
absent in the present record which is of the 10th regnal year. But in the absence of 
definite genealogical data and of the mention of “anti in No. 2 of Appendix A, we 
cannot be sure that the Nandivarman of this latter grant (No. 2) is identical with 
the king of the name nuticed «bove. It is possible that this king 1s the son of 
Hastivarman. Again the assignment of the kings Vijaya-Dévavarman, Vijaya- 
Nandivarman and Yuvarája Buddhavarman of the Prakrit grants to a period 
subsequent to Samudragupta whose inscription is in classical Sanskrit is not tenable. 
It is, on the other band, highly possible that these three Salankavana kings were 
the predecessors of Hastivarman whom we may safely consider as the contemporary 
of Samudragupta. It may be taken into consideration here that Drs. Burnell and 
Fleet (Indian Antíquary, Volume V, page 176) havereferred Vijaya-Nandivarman 
son of Chandavarman to about the 4th century A.D. and Hastivarman who was his 
ancestor by three generations could very possibly have been a contemporary of

3. Only a few records of this dynasty were copied this year during the survey of 

the Kudligi taluk in the Bellary district which formed part of the Nolambavadi 
- 82,000 country. No. 315 of 1925 while 

Ayyana H. tracing the descent of Trbuvanamalla 

Vikramaditya VI, mentions Ayyana as Ayyanayya-kshitisvara. The expression 
Eshitisvara indicates that he must have ruled, though perhaps for a short time. 
Dr. Venkatasubbiah has noticed the fact that his name appears in the list of the 
Chalukyan kings given by cight inscriptions (Indian Antiguary, Vol. LXVII, 
page 287 fN No epigraphs, however, that are referable to his reign have yet been 
found.

The next king that is represented in this year’s collection is Trailokyamalla 


Soméávara I (No. 321 of 1925) The x. 


Trailókvamalla Somésvara I. inscription records a gift of land to the god 
Svayambbu-Kalidévasvamin of _Arahata, by the UARAN Vic Danlantyaka 
Dévapayva a subordinate of M ishnuvardhana- Y aharaja Vijayadits adéva, made in 
the Saka vear 98[ 8]. This Vishnuvardhana who is said to have been ruling over the 
Nolambavádi 32,000 country bears the significant title Véiiyimandaléfoara. Dr. 
Fleet has noticed two other inscriptions of this chiet which eall him the son ( tanaya, 
nandana) ol Trailókvamalla, while in our record he 18 only called “the worshipper 
at the lotus feet? ( tatpadapadmaradhaka) of K e Dr. Fleet was not 
inclined at first (Indian Antiquary AX, page í í a Mou uU E Pu 
literally, as the titles he bore, viz.

should be noted that instances are not wanting where subordinates and kinsmen of 
kings called themselves their sons (of. Epigraphia Indica, Volume XV, page 26 and 
Epigraphia Carnatica, Volume X Kolar 102. Further, Bilhana in his * Vikramanka- 
charita ? has mentioned only three sons of Sómésvara and not this Vishnuvardhana, 
the supposed fourth son. Dr. Fleet thinks that this is due to Vishnuvardhana 
not being conspicuous. But this is not sufficient reason to exclude him from the list 
of Sómé$vara's sons, though perhaps it would justify omitting him from tbe succession 
list. These facts thus point to the conclusion that Vishnuvardhana was not a son 
of the Western Chalukya monarch Trailókyamalla but only an Eastern Chálukya 
prince who was a viceroy under the Western Chalukya king. 


Of Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI, the son of Sómé$vara, we have three 
records. Two of them (Nos. 273 and 318 of 1925) mention a famous feudatory 
Lramidiva VI of his named Tribhuvanamalla-Pandya, 
Vikramaditya. governor of Nonambavadi, who is des- 
cribed in some inscriptions as the ‘rod in Tribhuvanamaila’s right hand’ (Epirgaphia 
Carnatica, Volume XII, Dg. 90 and 139). Another subordinate of his, whose name 
appears for the first time is Nachidévarasa of the Kádamba-kula who bears the titles 
Banavasipuravaradhisvara and Mayura- 
varmavamsa-vibhishana. He is stated in 
No. 315 of 1925 to have made a grant of land to the god Agastyé$vara of Yeleha 
while he was governing the districts Kogali 500, and Kottüru 12 with Kottüru 
as his capital. Another inscription (No. 507 of 1925) which does not refer itself to 
any particular reign but whieh may be aseribed to this period gives us the name of 
another feudatory of the Kadamba-kula named Jagaddala-Pándya who is stated to 
have made a grant of 400 kambha of land at Kogali to the god Kalidéva.

EASTERN CHALUKYAS. 


4. Copper-plate No. 4 of Appendix A is a record of the Eastern Chálukya king 
Vishnuvardhana 111, kindly lent by Mr. M. S. Sarma of the Telugu Encyclopedia 
Vishnuvardhana III. office, Madras, for review in this report. 

Mr. Sarma has edited the record in the 

Telugu Journal, Bharati for Raktakshi, Márgasirsha. The plates are three in num- 
ber and are strung together on a copper ring of about 2 inches in diameter, which 
was already eut when the plates reached the office. No seal accompanied the ring. 
The plates measure about 7 inches in length and 22 inches in breadth. These are 
reported to have been discovered when digging the earth in the village of Ganapa- 
varam in the Bhimavaram taluk of the Kistna district. They were first secured 
and brought to the notice of the scholarly world by Mr. K. Nageswara Rao 
Pantulu, Editor of the Andhra-Patrike, Madras, when he was touring in the district. 
The king is called Samastabhuvandsraya Vishnuvardhana-Mahárája and is described 
as the son of Samastabhuvanasraya Vijayaditya Mangi-Yuvaraja and the grandson 
of Visbnuvardhana-Maharaja. This short pedigree directly leads us to identify him 
with Vishnuvardhana III. But it has to be observed at the outset, that the titles 
of the kings given in this record vary from those given in another eopper-plate 
record of this king (No. 9of 1913-14), wherein the king is called Sarvalokasraya 
Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja and his father is called Vijayasiddhi Mangi-Yuvaraja. In 
his own records Maügi- Yuvarája is called Sarvalokasraya-Maharaja (Indian Anti- 
quary, Volume XX, page 145) and Sarvalokasraya-Maharaja Vijavasiddhi. The 
epithet Samasiabhuvanasraya and the surname Vijayaditya are applied to him for 
the first time in the present record. The surname is compatible with his well- 
known title and surname Vajayasiddhi. We are thus introduced herein to an earlier 
Vijayaditya than the bitherto known Vijayáditya I of the Eastern Chalukyas. It 


seems also to suggest that the titles Sarvalokasraya and Samastabhuvanásraz a were 


applied to the same king indiscriminately. The qjiapts of the grant is Nissaraminyi 
who is undoubtedly identical with Nissaramije the &jñapti of the N ütulaparru ene 
of his father Mangi-Yuvaraja (Zndian Antiguary, Volume XX, page 106). The 
mention of this name 1n both these records leads to the inference that the present 
grant was issued very early in the reign o 


] f Vishnuvardhaua III, and probably ver 
soon after he succeeded his father, And taking into consideration the pet ON A

of the solar eclipse which was the occasion for the grant, we may assign the dates, 
14th May 709 A.D. or 26th October 710 A.D. on which days there was a solar 
eclipse, as the earliest possible dates of the grant, since the king ascended the throne, 
aecording to Dr. Fleet, in A.D. 709. 


In the light of this record which mentions Mangi-Yuvarija with his surname 
Vijayaditya and on account of the similarity in the wording of the kings p2digree in 
the two eases it appears possible, as Mr. Sarma suggests, that the grant No. 6 of 
1913-14, tentatively ascribed to Vishnuvardhana V (7), may have to be ascribed to 
Vishnuvardhana III. But it has to be observed at the same time that while the 
legend on the seal of Vishnuvardhana III (No. 9 of 1913-14) is ^ Tribhrvanántusa” 
the legend on that of No. 6 of 1913-14 is * Veshamasizddht’ (See Annual Report 
on Epigraphy for 1914, page 85, paragraphs 8 and 9). We have to await future 
discoveries to explain this difference. 


5. Copper-plate records Nos. 8 and 9 of Appendix A belong to the later Eastern 

Chálukya king Vijayaditya VII. of Dr.

been discovered underground in the village of Ryali m the Godavari district and were 

forwarded by the Collector of Godavari to the Government Epigraphist for India 
who sent them to me for examination. 


No. 8 is a set of 5 plates strung together on a copper ring about 3 inches in 
diameter. The plates measure about 92 inches in length and 44 inches in breadth. 
The ring has a cireular seal of about 3 inehes in diameter, on the counter-sunk 
surface of which are eut in relief the Chalukyan royal emblems and the legend * $77- 
Tribhuvanünkusa? in later Chalukyan characters. 


No. 9 is also a set of 5 plates strung on a copper ring of Š inches in diameter. The

6. Three copper-plate grants of this dynasty (Nos. 5,6 and7 of Appendix A) 
have beer examined during the year. Of these No. 5 was lent to the office by Mr. 
M. Somasekhara Sarma of the Telugu Encyelrepadia office while the other two 
are from the Collector of Ganjam. Mr. Sarma has published No. 5 in the Telugu 
Ppuraal Bharati (Volume Il, pages 123 to 155) and Mr. G. V. Sitapati, B.A., has 
published No. 6in the same journal (Volume II, pages 74 to 39). No. 5 is the earliest 
of these grants and belongs to king Anantavarman Vajrahasta. It gives the follow- 
ing genealogy of the Eastern Gangas up 
: to Maharaja Anantavarman Vajrahasta 
who was crownedin Saka 960. Itis the same as the one given on page 186 of 
Epigraphia Indica, Volume IV, and is reproduced here for reference.

The grant itself is dated in Saka 982, aud records the gift of the village Kuddama 
situated in the Koluvarttani-vishava (district) to Mallapa-Sréshtha, son of Sómana-

From a verse in b present 
copper-plates which also appears in the Vizagapatam grant, 1t appears that: yay aditya 
sustained a serious defeat at the hands of the Chola emperor, probably Kulottuñga- 
Chila, his own nephew (brother’s son). Copper-plates ot the Eastern Chàlukya 
dynasty (C.P. No. 8 of 1913-14 and C.P. Nos. 8 and 9 of 1928) state that Vijaya- 
ditya was succeeded by his son Saktivarman on the Eastern Chalukyan throne in his 
own life-time and that later on, after the death of this Saktivarman, Vijayüditya came 


to the throne once again. 


It is curious to note from the present grant that the donor Chódagañga also 
claims to have established the king of Vengi in the west. when the latter lost bis 
position. This seems to suggest the support extended by Chodaganga to Vijayá- 
ditya who was established by his father Rajaraja in the west. In the eastern region 
he is said to have settled the Utkala king in his kingdom. It is not known who the 
king of Utkala was, who was the other ally of Chodaganga. 


Theinseription then recounts that in Saka 1008, the village Khonna had 
been granted to 390 Brahmans by the king's grandfather Vajrahasta. Later on a 
portion of the village Mundaparu, hamlet of Gara was resumed and in its place some 
land consisting of 88 shares in the village Tūlupu was granted to the same Brahmans 
of Khonna in Saka 1034, on the day of Uttardyana-sankranti. The boundaries of 
the land granted are then given. The inscription is said to have been composed by 
the Sasanadhiküri Jàtavedi-Bhatta and was inscribed on the plates by Baddenacharya, 
son of Vallenàchárya, who is called Vallamoja in the earlier grant.

9. The bulk of the Chola records copied during the year come from the Maya- 
varam taluk, Tanjore distriet, which was taken up for the villagewar survey. This 
taluk, in early times comprised, as far as could be gleaned from the inscriptions of the 
taluk, of portions of two main territorial divisions, the Rajadhiraja-valanadu and the 

Uyyakkondar-valanadu. In the early 
Ancient territorial divisions of the Mas avaram Chola period the first division Was, 
taluk. however, known as Kajéndrasirnha-vala- 
nadu of which the two subdivisions (ie. Nángür-nádu and Tiruvindalür-nàdu 
(South- Indian Inscriptions, Vol. IT, Part V, pages 23 and 24) are mentioned in the year’s 
epigraphs as situated in Rájadhiraja-valanádu.  Ràjendrasimba-valanüdu itself 
oceurs in the present collection with its sub-divisions Manni-nédu and Innambar- 
nüdu but does not seem to have formed part of the present taluk. Uyyakkondar- 
valanadu comprised the following nus, viz., Kurumbür-nàdu, Ambar-nádu, Akkür- 
nàdu, Tiraimür-nàdu, Tiruvalundir-nadu, Veunddu, Peérávür-nàdu and Vilai-nádu. 
In the time of Kulóttunga I and his successors the name of the main division seems 
to have changed variously into Rajana:4yana-valanadu, Rijasundara-valanádu, and 
Javaüngonda$ola-valanádu which last name continued in use even to a later period. 


L0. A fairly large number of inscriptions of Rajakésarivarman and Parakésari- 
varman without any distinguishing epithets are included in the collection, and of these, 
Nos. 361 and 362 of 1925 may be ascribed to the period immediately following the rule 
of Parantaka (I) since it mentions Nulambar 
Mi Virasólar. Nulamba and Vira-Chóla appear 
to be identical with the two feudatory chiefs of Parantaka I, Nulamba Tribhuvandhira 
or his son Nulamba and the Ganga king Prithivipati II ( Epigraphia Indica, Vol. IV, 
pages 82 and 223). Viranàràyanachehéri and Viranarayana-chaturvédimangalam 
that are mentioned in a record of Parakesarivarman (No.920f 1975) seem to have 
been named after Parantaka I who is known to lave had the title Viran@rayana. 
Another Inseription (No. 135 of 1925) of Parakésarivarman mentions a community 
called “ Adittaj anmaterinda-kaikkolar ” evidently after Aditva I, the father of Parán- 
taka I. No. 139 of 1925 dated in the 3rd year of Parakésarivarman, is to be attri-

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number of endowments made by him to the temple at Tiruváduturai, which we learn 
was also built by hiw (No. 126 of 1925). King Parántaka himself contributed 500 
kalafiju of gold towards tbe construction of this structure above the £udappadai 
(No. 143 of 1925). On the south wall of the central shrine of the temple is cut in 
relief a figure about a foot in height of this chief with his name engraved beside it. 


The precaution taken by the assembly in receiving gold coins of the proper 
weight and fineness in its transaetions is evidenced by a record of Parüntaka I (No. 50 
of 1925) which mentions Uvkhal-Semmaippor also called Tippokkuch-chempon in 
almost similar terms as given in page 229? of Scuth-Indiun Inseriptions, Volume III, 
Part III. Instead of £a/aityr-pérttz which has been taken to mean ‘cut off from 
kalañju,’ we have here ‘ palankasinddun oppadu ”, i.e., corresponding or agreeing 
with the old coin (that had been tested by fire) which seems to convey a better 
sense. The current coins seem to have varied in weight and fineness, which 
necessitated the detailed definition in inseriptions of the coins that the assembly 
would accept. Compare for instance, l/«bkarunkasu that was equivalent to 1/5 
Kü$u-pog current in the time of Uttama-Chóla (No. 47 of 1925) and the kúgu corre- 
sponding to the ka/añiju (kalañijerpérttu) the equivalent of 22 mañjádi (No. 105 of 1625) 
current in the time of Rajaraja I.

Aditya II (paragraph 19, Annual kepert for 1912). 


Two queens of Uttama-Chola are brought to light this year, the chief queen 
(agra-mahádévigar) being Orattanan Sorabbaiyàr (No. 165 of 1228) and the other 
Arüran Ponnambalattadigalàr (No. 47 of 1925). We already know of a certain 
Kilanadigal as his queen (Annual Report for 1909, Part II, paragraph 41) and one 

Uttama-Chola Viranaraniyac who is also referred to as ` 
dl a queen (nambivatfiyár) of Uttama-Chóla 
(South-Indian Inscriptions, Volume IIl, Part IIT, page 233). But here we have to 
take the expression nambiráttiyar to mean “mother ^, as Virandraniyar was the wife of 
Gandaraditya (No. 108 of 1908). Kilànadigal is possibly an honorific term to 
denote any queen and not a proper name (cf. Annual Report for 1923, Part 2, 
paragraph 25). The first part of the name Neriyudaiehehólaperàrn in No. 165 of 
1925 might have been a surname of Uttama-Chola or more probably his father 
Gandarüditya who was well known for his piety. Pirántakan Madévadigal alias 
Sembiyan Mahadéviyar appears in No. 204 of 1925 as making a present of a silver 
Sambaram to the god at Talachchengádu. We learn from No. 352 of 1925 that in 
the time of Uttama-Chóla, Pangala-nàdu in Paiakunrakkottam was in the charge of 
Kampanan-Iráman alias Uttamagdla-Pirudigangaraiyan. Since the Ganga king 
Prithivipati II is known to have received the Bana country from Parántaka I 
(South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. IL, No. 76) and since Pangala-nádu lay in the 
Baua country, it is probable that the Pirudigangaraiyan mentioned here was a 
successor of Prithivipati IT if not his son. We learn from the record that Uttama- 
Chola was present in the temple at Conjeeveram when this feudatory made a tax-free 
gift of a dévaddna land to the Mahádeva at Tiruppalangolur. 


12. In the Brihadisvara temple at Tanjore is a metallic image which is nearly 21 
" feet high from the pedestal (No. 852 of 
A royal statue in the Tanjore Temple. Appendix C) with the label ‘ Raja- 
rijendra-Solarája of the big temple’ engraved in the modern Tamil alphabet on the 
pedestal. The king is represented as standing with both his palms joined together in 
a worshipping pose. Asa work of art, it is only a second rate specimen, not to be 
compared favourably with the image of Krishnaraya at Tirumalai (Tirupati, North 
Arcot district). It 1s said that this statue receives all the honours in the temple and 
when the god is taken out in procession, the royal image es?orts the deity. The 
name as given on the label evidentally refers to the Chola king Rajaraja I,torit was 
he who was intimately connected with the construction and the upkeep of this temple. 
It should be a later work done to perpetuat» the memory of the founder of the great 
temple. The tradition locally current about this image also corroborates this view. 
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13. Of the inscriptions of Rajaraja I, tbe one from Tiruvaduturai (No. 120 of 
Riiaraia 1 1925) referring to theatre and dances asan 
idee adjunct to the temple 1s of some interest. 
This inseription dated in the 9th year of the king records a gift of land to Kumaran 
Sikandan, a professional actor (S¢khacyar), by the assembly of Sáttanúr, for staging 
the seven acts (ambas) of the Aryakkúttu (themes from Sanskrit Puránas) on the 
festival day 1n the month of Purattasi. 
Encouragement to theatre and dances. Provision is also made in ¡the inscription 
~ for the supply, in eonneetion with the 
staging of this kúttu. of rice flour, betel leaves and arecanuts, ghee for mixing colly- 
rium and turmeric. A later inscription of the time of Rájakésarivarman Kulóttunga- 
Chóladéva (No. 152 of 1925) makes provision for the maintenance of a theatre called 
«* Nanavidu-natasalai”. From the name it looks as if the theatre was intended for 
different kinds of amusemeuts. Instances of encouragement, both private and royal, 
to this kind of pastime are not wanting in the records copied in previous years. 
No. 65 of !9i4 registers a gift of laud for the performance of the dance called 
Sákkai-kúttu and No. 253 of 1914 provides for the dance Nándikkútte, Rajaraja I 
brought and settled at Tanjore as many as £00 dancing giris from several temples of 
South India (south-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. 11, page 259). His son Rájendra-Chóla 
made endowments for enacting a drama called Rájairajesvara-nátaka by an expert 
in Sándikkuttu named Tiruválan Tirumudukunran alias Vijayarajendra- Acbáryan 
(South-Indian Inseriptions, Vol. IL, pages 306-307). Rajadhiraja I made a similar 
endowment in favour of a certain actor and his troupe for their services in the temple 
of Mahálinge$vara at Tiruvidaimarudür (No. 264 of 1907). An inscription of Kulot- 
tunga IIT (No. 306 of 1907) records the appointment of an additional dancing master 
ip the temple who had to dance with gestures. Rajaraja III attended the performance 
of agamürgam by Uravakkinàn Talaikkoli at Tiruvorriyúr (No. 211 of 1912). 


The management of the temple at Tiruvaduturai, now under the control of the 
Pandara-sannidhi of the place seems to 
i Lave been vested in the time of Rāja- 
raja I in the hands of a certain Sadāśiva-Bhatārar of the Matha at Tiruvaiyāru 
..(Nos. 101 and 121 of 1925). In both of these records the assemblies of the 
~ + villages give an agreement to tnis person to pay the taxes on some lands belonging to 
the temple for the amount they had received from it towards the remission of taxes. 
14. Alvar Parantakan Kundavai-Piráttivar, the paternal aunt of Rajéndra-Chila- 
deva, is known for her piety and for her interest in the establishment of hospitals for 
the sick. (Annual Revort for 1924, paragraph 14.) ,A record or Rajéndra-Chola I from 
Rajendra-Chóla I. the current collection dated in his 4th 
vear (No. 112 of 1925), mentions this 
princess as making an endowment for a free dispensary in Palaiyavanavaninadévi- 
chaturvedimañgalam in favour ot Araiyan Savarnan Chaudra$ekharan alias Uttama- 
Chola-Aehalan and his descendents. The donee evidéntly belongs to the same family 
as Savarnan Arayan Madhurduiakan, the recipient of a similar endowment made by 
Kundavaiyar in No. 248 of 1923. From an inscription of Tiruváduturai (No. 104 of 
1925)we leern that Iràman Abhimanatongiyar. was the mother of Trailékya-Madéviyar 
who was again the mother (nambirattiyar) of Rajendra-Choladéva aud a queen of 
Rajaraja 1 (South- Indian Inscriptions, Volume II, Part 5. Introduction, page 7). 
| 15. lhajakesarivarman Vijaya-Rajéndradéva who has been identified with 
Rajadhnajadéva I (Annual Report for 1910, Part II, paragraph 21) is represented 
by two inscriptions tuis vear (Nos. 43 and 244 of 1925). In No. 43 the king is 
stated to have ‘ taken the head of Vira-Pandya, the Sala of the Séralan (Chéra king), 
Vijaya Rájéndradéva. Hangal (Ceylon) and Rattapadi 74 lakhs 
] ` and performed the anointment of victors 
at Kalyánapura ’. The other inscription (No. 214 of 1925) begins with a new intro- 
duction commencing with the words * &gg&Qer g Quir 7 ?’ ete.. and definitely states 
that the king had the anvintment of heroes under the (appropriate) name Vijaya- 
Rajéndradéva. Special stress is laid in the epigraph on the king's conquest over 
Ahavamalla. These two inseriptions make provision respectively for the maintenance 
of a flower-garden aud of a feeding house both called after RAjadhiraja, the latter 


being endowed by an officer called Pichchan Adittan «lias Viiavaraié - Miivénda- 
velan of Komakk-udi, ichehan Adittan «as Vijavarajéndra-Miivénda 


Sadasiva-Bhatarar of Tiruvaiyaru- Matha. 
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16. In an inscription of Rájéndradéva (No. 193 of 1925) mention is made of 
Udaiyar Vijaya-Rájendradeva ‘who died on elephant back’ (raimel-luñjiyaru- 
lina). We know that Rajadhirája took 
part in the battle of Koppam and lost 
his life there. (South-Indian Inseriptions, Volume III, part 1, page 3»). It is 
evidently to signify his death in the battle-field that Rajadhiraja I alas Vijaya- 
Rájéndradéva is given the epithet ‘ @naimél-tuiijyarulina’ in this year’s record. 
Mr. T. A. Gopinatha Rao in his ‘Sé/avamsu Charitram’ (pages 22 and 28) takes 
* äņaimēl-tuñjiyarulina ’ Vijaya-Rajéndradéva to refer to Rajéndradéva himself, That 
this is not correct is clear from the present inscription which records a gift of 
money received in two instances by the assembly of Talaichehangady, first in the 36th 
year of ‘ dzaimel-tuipyaru/ima’ Vijaya-Rajéndradéva and secondly in the 3rd year of 
Rajéndradéva. In this record the 3rd and 6th regnal years of the king are quoted 
together at the beginning with other astronomical details. It must evidently be 
taken to mean that the order was made in the 3rd year but came into effect in the 
6th year of the king. The astronomical details point to A.D. 1057, June 20, 
Friday, as the date of the inscription. 


Vira-Rajendradeva is represented by a single record from Punjai (No. 190 
of 1925: dated in his 3rd year. This inseription states that a title deed belonging to 
a certain ‘liruvenkadudaiyan had been 
Viré-Rajéndradéva, lost after his death and that six of his 
relations paid 30 £e$u to get another. 


Rajéndradéva. 


17. Most of the inscriptions of Kulóttunga I come from Tiruvaduturai and they 
point to the existence of a number of matfhas in the locality where pilgrims and the 
destitute were fed. The foilowing mathas find mention in these inscriptions viz., 
Tirunalavidangan-motha (No. 144 of 1925), Tiruvidi-matha (No. 147), Sivaloka- 

Kulüttuhgay I nayakan-matha (No. 148) and Narpat- 
DAP tennáyiravan-»matha (No. 150). From 
another inseription (No. 145) from the same village, we learn of a feeding house 
established in front the eastern gateway of the temple. All these mathas seem 
evidently to have been the precursors of the present matha iu the village. Loyalty | 
to the king, sometimes found expression in feeding the learned in his name in those - 
muthas. ne such instance is furnished in No. 243 of 1925 where it is mentioned | 
that. Sivayógins well versed in the Védas were fed m the Markandéyan-matham, for 
the welfare of the king. No. 61 of 1925 mentions the king’s throne cailed 
° Vauedhirc;ap? in the hall * Héjendraéolan? in his palace at Mudikondasdlapuram. 
The Sénópate Adittan Tiruehehirrambalam-Udaiyan af s Kadavarayan of Kañjanúr 
figures as the donor in No. 143 of 1925. He may be identical with Kadavarávar 
who figures in Nos. 43 and 44 of 1503. 


The existence of an irrigation committee (wro swung e teviies zumeor) as a 
branch of the assembly at Sirrandichchtir. a hrahmadéya ww Viruvalundir-nalu is 
brought to light by an inseription from  Tirnvádutuyai (No. 110 of 1925) but 
it is unfortunately built in at the beginning. It makes reference to Parakésarivar- 
man alias Udaivar Karikala$oladévar ‘ who raised the banks ofthe river Kavéri’ 


(Küveri-karaikanda) leaving us in doubt about the identity of the king to 


whom the record belongs We know that Vira- Rájendra had the surname Kari- 
kala$ola (S.LI. Vol. IIT, page 198) but, in the present instance, it is mot certain 
whether the reference is to him for he was a Rajakésarivarman. ‘while in the inserip- 
tion Karikálas$olaléva is called Parakésarivarman. The Palaeography of the 
inscription points to the beginning of the J 2th century as its probable date. 


18. In the time of Vikruma-Chola Pérávür-nàdu in Uyvakkoudar-valanadu was 
under the charge of the Sénípati llangürikudaiyàn Sankaran Ambalankoyilkondan 
alias Anantapailan who figures as the donor in No. 152 of 1925, where in provision 
is made for feeding brahmans. faprasvíns and the destitute im the feeding 
house called * Muggitreirubattu-nélvan ?, 
j named after the assembly of Pauiliya- 
nail san ¡konda-Sóla-chaturvédimangalam, a brahmadéya in Mami-nálu. The name 
of the assembly suggests the strength of its members to have been 024. in another 
inscription (No. 159 of 1925) the same chief provides lands for the maintenance of a

feeding house (arachehálal) to feed brahmans, /apasvine, anadigirias and those 
studying medicine, grammar and Rapávatdra. We learn from No. 181 of 1925 that 
for growing betel leaves for the use of the goddess and for the maintenance of the 
gardeners growing the leaves, one Vaebchiyan Sankaran | Tiruehchirrambalam- 
Udaiyau alas Vennavau Brahmarayan of Perumbarrappulirür aud the temple 
authorities of Udaiyár Tiruchchirrambalam-Udatyar approached and got their request 
for a grant of land sanctioned by the assembly of Talaehehangáda in Akkür-nadu 
which assembled in the hall called * Mummudisolan-Perambalam? (No. 181 of 1925). 
No. 239 from Tillaiyadi is dated in the 6th year of Vikrama-Chola, and mentions the 
salt-pan called Aiturai añas RajéndrasGlappéralain, the royaltv obtained from which 
was directed to be utilized for the ardhaydáma service called Vikramasólan-$andi in the 
temple. Of names of places with historical significance in the records of Vikrama- 
Chola may be mentioned Agomallanai-iruniadi-ménkonda$ola-chaturvédimangalam 
in Virudarájabhayankara-valanadu and Pàndi vanaikonda$olach-chaturvedimangalam 
a brahmadéya in Mauni-nàdu in Virudarájabhayankara-valanádu. 


A few records of about this period collected this year from Mélaipperumballam 
show the practice of selling women to temples (Nos. 216-219 of 1925). Generally 
ladies volunteered their services to the 
temple in perpetuity. No. 76 of 1925 
gives a list of such servants attached to the matha of the god (at Kilaiyür) In 
No. 218 of 1925 we have an instance of a lady selling herself along with 6 of her 
sons and grand-children to the god Tiruvalampuram-Udaivár at ‘lalaichchangadu. 
In another inseription (No. 219 of 1925) we find a similar sale of herself by a lady 
along with some of her descendants. Such sale of persons to temples must not be 
taken to mean that these persons sold themselves or others merely for money, but 
that they dedicated their entire services to the temple for a small consideration. 
This is evident from the above-mentioned record where it is stated that 15 persons 
were sold to the temple fur the low amount of 30 £àsu. 


19, Kulottunga II is represented by two inscriptions, one of which (No. 183 of 

1925) begins with the introduction * Pamévi-valara’ and the other (No. 232 of 1925) 

i ulstinnen 11 with the introduction * Púmaagu-padumam °, 

| etc. The former dated in the 4th year of 

the king refers to the land-survey made inthe 16th year (of his predecessor) This 

record is attested to by the revenue officers Ponnulàn Talai-Naludaiyan, Ilangàárik- 

kudaiyan Pandan Nallirudaiyan, Taüjávür-kilavan and Vatkai-Udaiydn. The other 

inscription is a damaged one and mentions the hall called * Gangaikondasolan- 
Chaturalai ’ where the assembly of the village was mecting. 


Sale of women to temples. 


20, All the inscriptions of Rajaraja II come from Pallavaráyanpóttai near 
Mayavaram, excepting’Nos. 267 and 258 of 1925 from Tirukkadaiyür and No. 191 of 
1925 from Pufijai which is only a duplicate copy of No. 258 of 1925. Some of the 
inscriptions copied in this temple have 
been reviewed in my Annual Report for 
1924, page 103 where the active part taken in the king’s affairs by Pallavarayar, the 
chief officer of the king, is mentioned at length. The large number of inscriptions 
particularly of this king in the temple at Pallavarayanpéttai shows the high patronage 
that this temple received in the time of Rajaraja II. The chief Pallavarayar appears 
again in No. 9 of 1925 conferring the accountantship in the temple of Rajarajié- 
varam-Udaiyar on a certain Tiruvindalúr-udalyán Tirukkalisvaram-udaiyan Adi[t*] 
tadévan of Rajarajan Kulattür. , 


Rajarája II. 


No. 257 of 1925 commences with the introduction * Puma; uvtya-tirumddum °, 
ete , and is dated in the 14th year of the king. The inscription mentions that the 
assembly of Tirukkadaiyür met in the hall * Aulottungasolag Tiruvedultukatti” in the 
temple of Kalakaladévar to censure the conduct of the .aAéívaras who, besides 
wearing and distributing among themselves the red lilies (Qs magapi yapu) 
distinctly exhibited their leanings towards Vaishuavism. ‘The assembly seeing this 
outrage resolved to confiscate the lands of the Málésvaras in favour of the temple. 
The other inseripion of Rajaraja from Tirukkadai y ür (No. 255 of 1925) is also dated 
in his 14th year giving full astronomical details which point to A.D. 1160, March T; 
Monday as the date of therecord. The new and long introduction commencing with

the words * Pämaruviya-polilēlum’ that is pretixed to the record very nearly resembles 
the long passages in Bana’s Kddambari 
containing various alañkaras. The king 
is here eulogised as ‘ the very life of the people, the face of the dgama the foremost 
in the three worlds and the head of the three Tamils’. He also boasts of having 
received homage at the hands of several kings sueh as the Kannadar, Kalingar 
Tennavar, Singalar, Kaikavar, Konganar. Küpakar, Kásikar, Kámbodar, Koáalar, 
Kondalar, Pappalar, Pafichalar, Poppalar, [Püluvar], Mal ddi]rar, Marattar, Vattavar 
and Magadar. It is evident that this boast of the king cannot be taken literally. 
His queen is said to have belonged to the Maláda family. This inscription states 
that owing to the failure of water in the [4th year of the king, i.e., A.D. 1160 in the 
months of Avani and Purattási even one crop could not be raised and hence the 
assembly of Talaichchangadu in Akkúr-nádu resolved to convert the land into garden 
land for growing betel-leaves for the god at Tirukkadavür promising to pay the taxes 
on the land themselves to government on bebalf of the temple in lieu of 300 käsu 
received by them. The document is signed by one member of the Ada/ppu-mudali, by 
one member of the * Superintendents of lands ? (véli-&igakam) and by 41 members of _ 
the Kuttapperumakkal including the madhyastha of the village. As a nota bene is 
added that this record is also engraved on the walls of the tirumandapa of the 
god Kittidudévar in the temple of Udaiyar Tiruannipalli-Udaiyar. This is evidently 
the one secured from Pufijai (No. 191 of 1925). 
21. Of the mseriptions of Rajadhiraja II, No. 188 of 1925 from Puñjai dated in 
Rajadhiraja TT his 14th year deserves mention. It 
TES states that in Kidàrankonda$ola-nallür, 
a hamlet of Talaichchangadu, 4 persons were enjoying a plot of land called ‘ Olikurai- 
kollai? which the temple trustees and the Mahésvaras had claimed as dévadina and 
as such planted boundary stones. The duddrs (devotees) of the village rose in a body 
and charged these 4 people with having removed the (boundary) stones and to 
establish their claim over the land the Anular Tiruchehúla- Vélaiklárar entered fire and 
ost their lives. The Milaparushaiyér (owing perhaps to such an unexpected turn of 
events) decreed the Jand under dispute in favour of the temple. Metallic images 
representing the /éruvélaikkürar were set up in the temple and arrangements were 
made for worship and offerings to these images, from the money received (as penalty) 
from the 4 persons mentioned above. ` 

No. 261 of 1925 is another inscription of the same king which refers to the help 
given to the Pandya king Kulasékhara against his rival Vira-Pándya and to the 
Chola invasion of Ceylon. Owing to the fragmentary nature of the inseription the 
details are not elear. 

22. A record from Sambanárkoyil dated in the 5+1st year of Kulóttunoa (No. 171 
of 1925) refers to a perturbation in the 11th year perhaps of his predecessor Rajadhi- 
raja II. This perhaps refers to a confusion caused by the war of the Pandya suc- 
cession in which the Chola king took an active part. 


The inseription states that in the disturbed state of the country the images of 

Kuldttunea III the Mivanmars (63 devotees) had been 

5 removed to the temple at Tiruvidaik- 

kali. At the instance of the chief Chakkaravartti Akkur Nadalvan. the dëvaradiyār 

of the temple of Tiruehehemponpalli-Udaiyàr at Akkūr and the Nyāyattār agreed 

to conduct the festivals of these Vayanmárs and to construct the gate-way ‘ Tappa- 
davédivan-tiruvisal ” and to repair the damages done by the cyclone. 

The influence exercised by a favourite poet in the court of Kulóttunga [TT is learnt - 
from No. 255 of 1925 which states that at the request of the poet Virantay-Pallavaraiyar 
the king gave a certain piece of land to Paragivan Ponnan alias Külavinoda- 
Nittappéraiyan the newly appointed dance-master in the temple. 

No. 80 of 1925 from Kilaiyúr is an interesting record proclaiming the royal 
order that mischievous people who were a source of trouble to the Brahmans, Vellalas 
and the temple would be levied heavy fines which might extend up to 20,000 ¿éw 
and in case of default would be liable for forfeiture of their lands to realise the fines 
imposed. In pursuance of this order two persons by name Kavuniyan Sri Kapatan Sri 
Krishnan and Sri-Kapatan Periyandán who were charged with having caused a riot

His inscription with a new introduction. 
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(swab) and set fire to the house of a Brahman called Arináráyanan were both 
fined 1,000 kágu. Since no one came to help such people, and since the ffine had 
somehow to be paid according to the royal order, their land was sold to the temple of 
Tirumadam-Udaiyar by the assembly of Tiruvindalür for 1,060 Zë£ including the 60 
kasu for default in the payment of fine. Such heavy penalties must bave acted as 
a healthy deterrent against the repetition of disturbance to the, peaceful life of the 

village. J 
The record of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sdlakéraladéva (No. 75 of 1925) ‘who 
took Madurai, Karuvür, llam and the crowned head of the Páudya ? is to be attributed 
to Kulóttunga 111 on the identity of the conquests claimed for him. We have 
already met with a certain *olakéraladéva in records of previous years (Nos. 126 and 
J27 of 1900 and No. 133 of 1906), 
where, however heappears without any 
distinguishing titles He had been identified in Avaual Report for 1900, Part II 
paragraph 21, with prince Solakéraladeva mentioned in the Manimangalam inscription 
of Parakésarivarman alas Rajéndradéva as his son (South- Indian Inscriptions, Volume 
Ill, page 62). From an inscription at Karuvür we know that the province of 
Kongu was known as Solakérala-mandalam (South-Indian [necriptions, Volume III, 
page 44). Ttis not clear whether tbe name assumed by the king im the present in- 
scription has anything to do with the province of Kongu. This record is dated in the 


23rd year of the king and gives astronomical details for ealeulation which work out 
correctly for A.D. 1200, July 17, Monday. 


23. A few inscriptions from Achyutamangalam in the Tanjore district are dated 
in the reigns of Tribbuvanachakravartin Rájeudradéva or Vira-Rajéndradéva (Nos. 393, 
399 and 403 of 1925). These and other records of the place speak of the temple of 
Somanathésvara as of recent origin having been constructed and endowed by a certain 
Svamidévar of the Radha country, who is clearly called in No. 402 of 1925 Srikantha- 
Sambhu a brother of Gósvámi Misra, The name ‘ Svamidévar’ reminds us of the 
royal preceptor Svamidévar of the Arpakkam inscription (No. 26 of 1899) who was 
approached by Pallavaráyar to pray for the safety of the latter's son in the Ceylou 
wars during the reign of Rajadhiraja II. It is therefore likely that the inscriptions 
have to be assigned to about this period and possibly to Kulottunga III. The w/vari 
for No. 399 is signed by the royal Secretary Neriudaich-chdla-Mivéndavélan 
Kaduvettigal. Ko-Peruñjinga the feudatory of the Chólas who subsequently rebelled 
against the Chola yoke and imprisoned Rajarája was a Kaduveiti. 
24. No. 213 of 1925 from Talaichchangadu refers to some calamities in the land in 
oy the 5th, [ 11 ]th and 16th years of Rajarája 
poles RUD TIL in au de alt HON ak p 
ments were lost in the village. Perhaps these have reference to Rajaraja’s defeat 
and imprisonment by the Pallava Ko-Peruü jinga (Annual Report on Epigraphy for 
1923, page 97 and Epigraphia Indica, Volume VIL, pages 160ff). The assembly of 
the village through Pillai Purosaikkudaiyàr, Sattyavakkar Tiruvégambam-Udaivar 
approached Pillai Séendamangalam-Udaiyar Sivadavanaperumal alias Irungélar who 
directed the renewal of the title deeds (anubhogapparrolugu) in the names of those resi- 
dents who were in the enjoyment of the lands till the 18th year of the king. Judging 
from the names, the above-mentioned two persons appear to have been holding high 
positions in the state if they were not princes of the royal blood. >

in ta Xunra-k0ttem, a district of Jayahgondasola-mandalam was in charge of

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are already familiar with a chief named Soman Tiruvannámalai-Udaiyan alias 
Kulottungasdla-Pirudigangan in the time of Kulottunga III (No. 516 of 1902). It 
is not unlikely that the chief is identical with the one mentioned in this year's 
collection. The record under reference makes mention of a certain Valiyirandan 
ahas Tondaiman, a sëmanta of Kulóttungasola-Piruduvigangar who constructed a 
mandapa in the Phalagrahéévara temple at Palankoyil for the welfare of his master. 


25. Two inscriptions of Rajendra-Choladéva III throw some light on the method 
of collecting the taxes in the 18th century. No. 336 of 1925 dated in the 28th year 
of the king states that a certain Áttirayan Mahádéva-Bhattar of Suttavalli-nallür 
Solanukka-nallúr, a hamlet of Suttavallich-chaturvédiniangalam had gone away to 
Paudimandalam and subsequently died there leaving his rent in arrears for over 10 
years. Since there was no heir to represent him and to pay the taxes on his be- 
half. the assemblv of the village, afraid of the stigma that would be attaehed to them 

a ae by the non-collection of the dues, sold the 
d RE defaulters' land for 4,000 āsu and met 
the demand. From the other record (No. 339 of 1925) we learn that owing to the 
imposition of the taxes ponvart, antarüyam and koyirramappéru ou the dévadina 
lands, no tenant came forward to cultivate them and as a consequence the temple 
fell into disrepair and worship in the temple stopped. The chief Kalappalan there- 
upon remitted the taxes and resumed worship in the temple. This Kalappalan 
seems to have transferred his allegiance later on to the Pandyas, tor we find him 
issuing an order in the Sth year of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I (¿ej in A.D. 
1258-9 (No. 297 of 1913). Since the present record 1s also dated in the same year, 
it must be supposed that he changed his master in A.D. 1258-9. 


Tur PALLAVAS, 


26. No. 229 of 1925 copied at Akkür in the Mayavaram taluk, Tanjore district, 
is the only inscription in the year’s collection belonging to the times of the later 
Pallava king Sakalabhuvanachakravartin K6-Perufijingadéva. The record bears | no 

date but states that during the regime 

Kó-Perufjingadéva. of Kó-Peruñjingadevaa certain Alagiya- 

Pallavar alas Virapratapar kept the 

Hoysalas In confinement and levied tribute from the Pandyas. He returned to the 
Chola country again and went along the southern bank of the Kaveri towards the 
east, visiting all the sacred places. He also made tax-free all lands belonging to the 
temples and conducted the necessary repairs to them. He camped at a village 
(name lost) in Jayangondasola-valanadu and observed that the tenants had migrated 
from the villages leaving their lands waste probably owing to heavy taxes and 
their inability to pay them. Itis stated that the people migrated as far as the 
Ganges. Alagiya Pallavar remitted the arrears of taxes due from them aud invited 
them to return home and take possession of their belongings. The lands were 


demarcated anew by cutting the (old) boundaries. 


We have known of open hostilities on] two occasions between a Ko-Pern njinga 
and the Chóla king Rajaraja III, the intervention of the Hoysala king Narasimha 
II on behalf of the Chola and the defeat of the Pallava ( Epigraphia Indica, 
Volume VII, pages 160ff and No. 418 of 1922). On these two occasions the 
Hovsala king was vietorious and the capture and imprisonment of the Hoysalas as 
stated in our present record could not be possible. But in No. 13 ot 1913 which 
comes from Vriddhachalam in the South Arcot district and which is dated in the 10th 

ear (A.D. 1258-54) of Sakalabhuvanaebakravartin Ko-Peruüjingadeva we are told 
that Küdal Avanialapplrandan alzas Ko-Peruüi jingadeva defeated certain Danda- 
náyatas of the Hoysala king in the battle field at Perambalūr (Trichinopoly district) 
and seized their ladies and treasures. It is probable that Sakalabhuvanachakravartin 
Ko-Perufijingadéva and Kiidal Avaniyalappirandan are both identical. If this 
identification is correct the Hoysala king whose Dantaniyukas Were defeated at 
Perambalür must be Vira-Somé$vara whose capital was Kanvantr and whose reigu 
extended from A. D. 1233 to 1265. It is therefore almost certain that the Peruñ jinga 
of the record under reference is the same as the Perufijinga of Nu. 73 of 1918 


referred to above.

Ins PANDYAS. 


27. All the records of the Pandya kings secured this year come from the Tanjore 
district. The earliest reeord is perhaps the one from Tirukkadaiyür (No. 247 of 
1925), without the specific name of the king. In this inscription the king assumes 
only the title Tribhuvanachakravartin Konérinmaikondàn, but from the provision 
made for the Kulasékharan-sandi called 
after the name of the king and the 
mention of Kalingarayar, it is to be attributed to Jatávarman Kulasékhara I, who 
came to the throne in 1190 A.D. The importance of this record lies in the fact that 
it gives the nakshatra Mola in the month of Anias the natal star of the king. Toa 
later king must be attributed the record from Akkür (No. 230 of 1925) wherein 
Kappaliir-udaiyar Udaiyapillai alas Vanadarayar is stated to have built the Vishnu 
temple in the village for the welfare of Perumal Kulasékhara Since no date is 
given in the record, it 1s not possible to identify this king.

28. Next in chronological order comes the record of Tribhuvanachakravartin 
Konérinmaikondan trom Tiruváduturai (No. 154 of 1925) making provision for the 
Vikrama-Paudyan-sandi instituted after the name of the king in the temple. From 
this fact and on paleeographical grounds 
the record may be attributed to Māra- 
varman Vikrama-Paudvadéva who ascended the throne in A.D. 1283. This record 
gives Hasta as the star under which the king was born.

The undermentioned are the kings represented in the other records of this 
dynasty which however do not give us any additional information.

Srivallabta (Nos. 20 and 28 of 1925); and Perumal Parakrama Pandya * who was 
pleased to take all countries’ (No. 238 of 1925). 


VIJAYANAGARA RINGS. 


29, The earliest inscription of the Vijayanagara dynasty is the copper-plate grant 
of Harihara, son of Sangama (No. 18 of Appendix A) from Kómal (Mayavaram taluk, 
Tanjore district). But as only the last 
plate of the set has been secured details 
about the king, the donee and the grant are not ascertainable. All that could be 
gathered is that it seems to register the grant of the village Chitàmüru.

90. Nextin chronological order is the set of copper-plates of the Maharaja Hari- 
hara IT, kindly lent to the office hy Mr. V. D. Alur, B.A., LL.B., editor of the < Jayakar nii- 
faka?, Dharwar. It is dated m the year Siddharthi eorresponding to Saka 1301, 
Jyeshtha,šu. paurnamási, Tuesday (— A.D. 1379, May 31, Tuesday). The inscription

which eomprised on the whole 66 villages and which was situated in the Toragallu- 
nadu in the Lakkundeya-Venthe, a sub-division of Pampa-Hastinavati (Hampi), to 
the gods Trvambaka and Viranürüyana of Gadag which was otherwise known as 
Kratupura. The control of the two temples was vested in Sammanáchárya, a 
Brahman of the Kásyapa-gotra, and the Bodhayana-satru and who was the Sēna- 
toga (accounts officer) of the Gadag-deia, For managing the temples Sammaná- 
chürya was given two out of the 92 villages and 1/20 share in each of the other 
villages. The grant was made at the capital city Vijayanagara in the presence of the 
god Virtipaksha at the instance of his preceptor Srimadrajaguru Mahúmundalacharya 
His preceptor Krivasakti Vanivilasa-Kriyaéakti-Guru. This is

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her work Kamparayavijaya. But it is not certain if all these passages refer to the 
same individual. For instance so late as the reign of Vira-Bhüpati who issued the 
Dandapalli plates (Epigraphia Indra, Vol. XIV, page 68 f.) there was a certain 
Kriyásakti-Désika. The Telugu poet Srinátha, who visited the court of Dévaraya II, 
recounts in a verse his literary disputation with the poet Liudima, held in the presence 
of Kriyásaktirára. It is not therefore possible to take all the references to intend the 
same individual. The Vánivilasa-Krivasakti of the present plates, the Káásivilüsa- 
Kriyasakti of inscriptions and the Chandrabhüsha-Kriyasakti of Srinütha's verse 
mentioned above appear to have been the heads of the Kriyásakti- math at different 


periods. 

31. Vira Viruppanna-Udaiyar or Virüpáksha IT, son of Harihara IT, is represented 
this year by two inscriptions one of which comes from Tirukkadaivir in the Tanjore 
-— district aud is dated in Saka 1307 
Virüpaksha I1 Krodh Hi D" i : 
J ródhana. His other inscription dated 
in Saka 1321 1s from Müvalür in the same district. It confirms the right of owner- 
ship of the temple over the lards already 
noted in the stone inscriptions of the 
temple as belonging to it and over those granted to it subsequently. Vira Buxkaua- 
Udaiyar a brother of this Virupaksha has an inscription at Achyutamangalam dated in 
Saka 1326, which records certam privileges in the temple granted toa private indivi- 
dual for setting up some images 1n the temple. The only ether inscription of the first 
dynasty copied in the year is No. 270 of 1925 which is said to belong to Vira Prau- 
dhadé varaya-Maharaya, son of Virapratápa Dévariya-Maharava. aud is dated in Šaka 
1377 Yuva. The king mentioned in the epigraph is no other than Mallikarjuna who 
is known from inscriptions to have been the son of Dévaráya II. In the inscription 
under notice he is given the title * Gajavéttaikandatuliya’ (who instituted the 
elephant hunt). This title was aiso assumed by Dévaváya Il. The grant was made 
at the instance of the prince Tirumalaiyadéva-Maharaja for the maintenance of a 
matha, m the presence of the god Sarneapánideva at Kumbhakónam. The chief 
Tirumalayyadéva-Mahariya was the son 
of Sáluva Gopa and brother of Sáluva 
i Gopa-Tippa of whom au acconnt has been 
given in my Annual Report for 1923 (page 118). It is known that he was a great 
patron of ‘Tamil literature and there are verses sung in his praise by the poet 
Kalaméghappulavar and the poets Mudusüryar and [lafijirvar called usually

of the poets * Irattaiyar.” 


Next in point of time comes au inscription of Sàluva Naraéingavüya from 
Palankoil, North Arcot district (No. 357 
of 1925), wherein the prince is merely 
called Narasingaraya. It mentions a subordinate of the king called Mugappávádai 
Ramaya-Nayaka, who is known to us for the first time.

52. There is only one inscription of Vira-Narasimha (No. £19 of 1925) copied this 
year, Which records an agreement among the residents of three villages in the 
Chandragiri-rajya regarding the right of irrigation froma tank. But his brother 
Krishnarüya is represented by eight 
inscriptions, Of these No. 62 of 1925 
coming from Tirukkolambiytr mentions for the first time a certain Maháganapati- 
Nayanar as the Karanikkam of the king, | Another Karantkkam of the same sovereign 
by name MangaraSayva is already known (No. 426 of 190.) and he was the governor 
of Tiruvadi-siimwal. 


There are five inscriptions (Nos. 167, 184, 226, 235 and 251 of 1925) of the 
king copied this year in the Mayavaram taluk, which record his remission of the 
taxes odi and Sulavar: in favour of the temples of Siva and Vishnu, made on the 
banks of the Krishnavéni while he was returning after the conquest of the Gajapati 
king. A list of the villages containing these temples which were benefitted by 
this order of the king is given on page 12 of the Annual Report for :904. This 
year’s inscriptions appear to give the most complete list hitherto known, by adding 
the following to the list mentioned above :—Chavdralikhai (Séndalai), Térunagar:, 
Tirunángúr, Tiruvalundir, Tiruvennagar, Tévar, Tiruppugalir, Vaizal, Terumuttin,

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Iraivanüsur, Nendavanmañgalam, Nuraiyúr, Känättanpullür, Talaichchangadu, Aurich- 
chi, Tiruppungür, Korukkal, Talaintyar, Tirumarucat, Tirumañgalakkurda, Terundude-, 
vankudi, Súryonía ko, Tirukkodikka, Kurralam, Sirukudi, Tirukkuraryalur, Virlude, 
Achelapuram, Tiruvanputtar, Nallür, Tiruméchchur, Akkur, Perumulaz, Tiruvallzyan- 
gudi, Pariyalúr, Andarkoyil, Tirunanipalli, Tillatyali and ilangarikkudi. Most of these . 
find mention in the list given in Nos. 210 and 235 of 1917 copied at Perumulai and 
Korukkai which are also in the Mayavaram taluk. 


No. 246 of 1925 from Tirukkadaiyür gives an interesting account of how after 
the grant of taxes was made, some temples of which Tirukkadaiyür was one, did not 
by mistake get the benefit of the grant. The inscription narrates how three residents 
of the village, Aditta-Bhattan Karivamanikka-Bhattan, Pukkaduraivalla-Solabrahma- 
ráyan, and  Kaiiyamánikka-Bbutrar Apatsaháyar interviewed Krishnaráya at 
Vijayanagara and got the order ratified. These villages seem to extend the limits 
of the country in which these were situtated far beyond the boundaries specified in 
the inseriptions of the king at Séndamangalam (Annual Report for 1903, page 6, f 
paragraph 16). Of these enterprising citizens of Tirukkadaiyür, Apateahayar 1s 
already familiar to us from No. 47 of 1906 as a Brahman who made some endow-, 
ments for the repairs of the temple at Kadavür. Apatsahaya is there said to have». 
pleased Krishnaráya by his warlike deeds at Irachehúr (Raichur ?)and Vijayanagara. 


33. The earliest inseription of Achyutaraya of the year is that engraved on the 
Kadaladi plates (No. 14 of App. A, which has already been published in Epigraphia 
Indica, Volume XIV, pages 310 to 323. [tis of interest to note here that among the  , 
donees of the inscription appears Rama-Bhatta, son of Bhütanatha Chitti-Bhatta, as i

Nos. 302 and 303 of 1925 froin the villages Hulikunta and Chikkak eriyaginahalli, 
both dated in Saka 1401 in the reign ot -\chvuta, recount the charities of 
Bavaküra Rámappay ya, the minister of the king and Viceroy of Koudavidu. These 
are copies of several inscriptions in the Bellary district already secured in previous 
years (Nos. 464, 534 and 517 of 1914: Nos. 300-- 303 and 306—307 of 1918). 
An account of the chief as gathered from these inscriptions has been given in the 
Annual Bh'epor! for 1915. part II, paragraph 51 and for 1919, part 2, paragraph 44). 
An inseripftion la Telugu verse in his 
praise has been copied at KondavIdu 
(No. 445 of 1915), another in Telugu and Sanskrit verse recounting his and his 
sister Clinnamamha’s charities was copied at Vankayalapadu (No. 422 of 1915). It 
may Fe of interest to learn from the Aevramélakaldnidhi that Rámavimitva was the 
daughter's son of Todaramalla Kallinàtha, the commentator of Sürangad&va's 
San itaratndkara aud the protege of Mallikarjuna Praudhadévaraya.

A stone inscription of Sadáéiva (No. 380 of 1925) dated in Saka 1488 from 
Narattampfindi in the North Arcot district is iuterestiug in as much as it mentions 
Kumara Krishnamarasayyan, a son of the minister Aliya-Rámarája as governing a 
district under Sadásiva. It is known: 
from the Telugu poem Ramarajigamw that 
Aliya-Ramaraja had by his wife Tirumalámba, the daughter of king Krishnaráya, 
two sons Nrishnamaraja and Peda-Timma of whom the work narrates several military 
achievements and says that the latter was the governor of Raichur.

No. 375 from the same place records the grant of a village by a certain 
Arulnaudideva-Pandáram to the local temple of Kailàsamudaiya-Nayinár for the 
merit of Mahümandale$vara Tirumalarüá$ivvan and Sevappa-Náyakkar. Of these 
Tirumalarásayya is Tirumala I. the brother of Aliya Rámaraja, and Sevappa-Nayaka 
was the first Nàvaka king of Tanjore. The donor appears to have been named after 
Arulnandi-Siváeharya, one of the Santána-Acháryas of the Saiva-Siddhanta of the 
gouth. 


35. The inseriptions of the later period are very few in this year's collection. 
T wo copper-plate grants (Nos. I0 and 11 of Appendix A) from Sriperumbudür belong 
EIR to king Srīraùga. Of these No.19 is the

` (wrong). It gives the usual genealogical and panegyric account of the third Vijaya- 


nagaradynasty upto Srirangaráya, who succeeded Tirumala I and registers the grant of 
a village called Ballavolu renamed Tiruvenkatapura as a survaménya to the scholar 
Tirumalacharya ‘ whose feet were bowed to by many a chief? and who was the 
eldest son of Appayáehárya and the grandson of Sinearáchárya, all of whom are 
described as great devotees of god Venkatádri$a at Tirupati. He belonged to the 
Bháradvàja-gólra and Apastamba-sétra and was learned in all the Sásizas aud 
Darganas, and was proficient in the teaching of the Sribsdsiya to his disciples, 
He was proficient in the two {éddrtus (Sanskrit and Tanil) and had the title 
Vadivárapasiiha (a lion to the elephants called disputants). He wis a descendant 
of Anantaguru who at the direction of the great teacher Ráminuja rearel a Hower- 
garden for the god at Venkatádri, dug a tank and constructed a mandapa called 
Yamunicharya-mardapa after Yamunasha ya, the preceptor of Rimanuja and also 
constructed a spacious hall, called Champaka. of blick-stone and a yaouru called 
Champaka-gopura.

The first portion of the name of this lady Tirumala- 
nambi was the name of $riSàdapürna, the maternal uncle of the teacher Ramanuja, 
of whom the Sri-Vaishnava religious teachers called the Taticharyas were the . 
descendants. From her name the lady appears to have been born in that family or 
was a disciple of his descendants among the Tátáchárvas Ir is already known 
that the royal family of Vijayanagar was converted to Sii-Vaishnavaism since the 
time of Krishnaráya as 18 evidenced by his Telugu poem Amuktamilyada. The 
grant made in this plate and the interestiug information afforded that the old queen 
Vengalamba, wife of Tirumala and mother of the emperor Sriraüga, was making 
magnificent grants at the temple dedicated to Rámánuja at the instance of a 
Vaishnava lady show the personal religious ieanings of the royal family of Vijayanagar 
at this period.

36. No, 13 of Appendix A isa copper-plate grant belonging to the temple at Sri- 
perumbudür and registers a grant by VijayarangaeChokkanatha-Nayaka of Madura 
While Rajadhnaja Fájaparamésvara Sri-Virapratapa Venkatadeva-Mabáraja was 
ruling from his jewelled throne at Ghanagiri-nagara, and is dated in Saka 1638/9], 
Hévilambi (A.D. 1717).

He was famous not only as a great statesman and 
minister but also as one of the foremost Sanskrit scholars of his time. 


38. Two inscriptions of Achyutappa’s suceessor Raghunàtha (Nos. 479 and 381 
of 1925) are both dated in the reign of the Vijayanagara king Venkatapatiraya.

> i nárayana-Dikshita and  Raghurútha- 
bhyudayam of Rámabhadrámbáa mention that Achyutappa-Nayaka abdicated his 
throne in favour of his son Raghunátha after the death of king Venkatapati I aud 
during the revolt of several of the relatives of the king and the viceroys under the 
general Jaggaráya against Sriraüga-Chikkaráya, the successor of Venkatapati. But 
the two inscriptions under notice are dated in the reign of Venkatapatiraya himself. 
It seems from this that even during the time of Venkatapati, Raghunatha-Nayaka was 
ruling as governor. It deserves to be noted however that Tiruvannamalai, from the 
vicinity of which these two records have been secured, is situated far away from the 
Tanjore territory. In the extracts from the Séhdtyarainadkara mentioned above which 
are published in the‘ History of the Tanjore Nayuka princes * by Pandit T. S. Kuppu- 
swami Sastri reference is made to the building of the big gópura and of a fresh-water 
pond in the temple at Tiruvannamalai by Chinna-Chevva. No. 710 of 1904, from. 
Neduügunam in the North Arcot district, which is dated in the reign of Venkata- 
pati records a gift by Achyutappa. From Nos. 705 and 706 of 1904 it 1s also learnt 
that Raghunatha-Nayaka had his agents at Nedungune a. Besides No. 379 copied 
inthis year from Nárattampündi of the Tiruvannamalai taluk and dated in the reign of 
Venkatapati refers to the agent of Raghunátha. It may therefore be supposed that 
the Nayakas of Tanjore had some interest in Tiravannamalai and its neighbourhood. 
No 72 noticed above seems to inform us definitely that Sevvappa hailed from 
Nedungunram. It is also likely that Raghunatha was a governor under Venkata 
in some portions of the North and South Arcot districts while his father was 
ruling at Tanjore. The Rayhunathabhyudayam also says that during the reign 
of Venkatapatiráya, Raghunátha's help was sought by the emperor against his- 
Muhammadan enemies from the north who besieged his capital Penukonda and that 
with his help the emperor was able to drive them out. 
39. There is only a single iuscription (No. 166 of 1925) iu the year's colleetion of 
Vijaya-Raghava, the son and successor of Raghunatha and the Jast Nayaka ruler of 
E en Tanjore. The record relates to an order 
QU M D E of the king’s agent Nayiniyappa-Nayakar 
making some provision for the maintenance of daily worship and festivals in the 
teniple of the goddess at Mudigoudanallür in lieu of the old right of the temple, of

40. A paper-grant was received in this office last year for examination from the 
Agent of the Chennapatna-Kundápura Vyasariya-matha. It has been photographed 
and numbered as No. 752 of Appendix C of the Annual Report for 1923-24. The

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Lakshmidhara-Tirtha, who was again the disciple of Lakshmimanšhara-Tirtba for the 
service of Sri-Vénugópálakrishuasvámin. The grant was made on the occasion of a 
lunar eclipse on the 15th day of the bright half of the month of Ašvija iu Saka 1693, 
corresponding to the cyclic year Nandana. Its equivalent English date is A.D. 1772, 
October 11, Sunday. 


41. Two inscriptions of Sakalalókachakravartin Rájanárávanan (Nos. 364 and 
386 of 1925) come one from Palankoyil (North Arcot district) and the other from 
Puhyanür (South  Arcot). No. 386 
is dated in the 4th year of the king 
with the astronomical details for calculation whieh yield A.D. 1359, November 
6, Wednesday, as the date of the record. The paleography of the inscription also 
points clearly to the 14th century as its period. From inscriptions Nos. 30 of 1890 
and 42 of 1900 we know of a certain Sakalalokachakravartin Rajanáarayanan who 
came to the throne in A.D. 1337-33. His fourth year would be A.D. 1341-42 for 
which, however, the astronomical details of our present record do not work out 
correctly. In the absence of internal evidence in the present inseription and judging 
wholly from the date given in the record, we have to differentiate this king from his 
name-sake who came to the throne in A.D. 1337-38.

42. At Narattampiindi in the North Arcot district have been copied a number 
of inscriptions (Nos. 367 to 374 of 1925) in Sanskrit and Tamil verses praising the 
liberality, heroism and greatness of the chief of Magadha called Ponparappinàn 
Magadaipperuméal. The surnames 
Magadaipperumal, Magadésan, Mágudan 
and Magadai-Nadalvan appear in inscriptions along with the names Vanadivakaran, 
Vanakóvararyan or Vauarpiran, and in a few cases, along with the name 
Rajaraja. The division over which the Magadha chief ruled was called Magadai or 
Magadai-mandalam, also known as Nadu-nàdu or Perumbánappidi and comprised 
roughly the present South Arcot and Salem districts and a portion of the North Arcot 
district. This chief was subordinate to the Chola king Kulóttunga 111 (Nos. 532 and 
557 of 1902) and later on to Perunjingadéva (No. 159 of 1906). He appears to have 
been the descendent of the Banas who were uprooted by the Chola sovereign Paran- 
taka I and who fled in two batches one to the Telugu country and the other to the 
country on the banks of the Peppar which they called Vanagappadi (Annual Report 
for 1906, Part II, paragraph 46). The title Ponparappinán is first borne by 
Rajarajadévan Ponparappinán alas Vanakovaraivan of Arazalür in a record of 
Kuldttunga HI (Nos. 532 and 557 of 1902) and seems to have been assumed by him 


after his pious act of gilding the central shrine of the temple at Tiruvannamalai 
(No. 557 of 1902). " 


Nos. 3/2 to 374 of 1925 copied this year are only repetitions of the epigraphs 
already secured from Tiruvannamalai praising the Magadha chief * who took Kafichi 
and Vafiji’. From this record we learn that, besides this conquest of Vañji, he 
repulsed the Pandyas, defeated and killed Vangaratungan and invaded the Val 
gar and destroyed them completely, He was called * Vànan of the high ehariot ? 
before whom all his enemies fled in panic (No. 374 of 1925). He was reputed for 
his learning and his benevolent administration, In none of the Inscriptions of this 
year's collection is given the name of his overlord

44, In the old ruined fort at Pattukkottai in the Tanjore district is an inseribed 
-stone which has recently been removed to the taluk office of the place for safe 
eustody. The inscription (No. 341 of 1925) is dated in Saka 1606 (A.D. 1684)

stone. According to the local tradition, the fort owes its existence to Pattu 
Malavarayar after whose name it 1s known even to this day. This fort was the 
scene of important engagements iu the war between the English and Haidar in the 
year 1781. 


45. Not far from Pattukkottai is the smali village of Sáluvanáyakanpattanam 
more familiarly known as Tulukkan-vayal and Sarabhéndraraja-patuam. The chief 
attraction of this village is the big column of stone eghí storey in height, locally 
known as the * Manóra Tower’ (Photographs Nos. 875 to 335, page 62) which was 
raised by Maharaja Sarfoj-Ràja of Tanjore “the friend aud ally of the British

to its commanding height it seems to 
have also served as a light-house in those days ( Tanjore Gazetteer, page 253). The 
word Manda means in Hindustani a flag-staff. Even now one or two pieces of 
wood are seen projecting from the tower showing the place where the flagstaff was 
made to rest. It may fairly be assumed that Maharaja Sarf6ji soon after the comple- 
"tion of tbe tower had the British flag hoisted up on the top of tho tower. The 
bexagonal tower is surrounded by a moat and rampart walls resembling a miniature 
fort with a draw-bridge over the moat. Accommodation is provided for a good 
number of officers, soldiers and private servants. Each of the storey of thc tower 
affords fair accommodation. Inside the draw-bridge gate on either side there are 
. wooden racks fixed into the wali with rests for 32 muskets respectively. It is thus 
clear that Sarfoj should have used it occasionally as his summer residence. the 
building standing just on the beach. 


At the south base of the column is built a marble slab with inseriptions 1n 
English, Persian, Mahratti, Tamil and Telugu proclaiming the object of its cons- 
truction (No. 344 of 19251. Five more slabs built into the walls of the fort all 
round contain copies of the same inscription in each language separately. Two 
other records of Sarfoji-Maháraja (Nos. 350 and 351 of 1925) both dated in Saka 
1727 (A.D. 1805) come from ‘Tanjore. No. 350 of 1925 records the various repairs 
executed in the temples of Kamakshamma and of Rámasvámi by the king and for 
the latter temple a gift of a new car in addition. A much later inscription of the 
Tanjore Mabrattas is No. 349 of 1925 of the time of Sivéndraraja dated in Saka 1798 
(A.D. 1876) recording certam gifts by Kamakshiamba-Bat, the Senior Ràni of the 
king. 
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
